The following table shows the movement of wholesale prices in the last thirteen months in each of the eleven groups of commodities 
specified. It also shows the changes over the same period in prices of (a) industrial materials, classified according to stage of manu- 
facture, and (b) building materials. All the commodities included in (a) and (b) are also included in their appropriate commodity groups 
(V-XI). In cases where the Government buys a commodity at one price and resells it at a lower one (e.g. home-produced meat) the 
subsidised price is the one used for the index ; where different prices are charged according to the use to which the artivle is put (e.g. 


in the case of sugar and flour) a weighted average of these is taken.

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Wholesale prices in November, as measured by the Board of 
Trade index number, showed a rise of 0-6 per cent. compared 
with October ; food prices rose by 1-5 per cent., but those of 
industrial materials and manufactures were only fractionally 
higher (0-1 per cent.). The aggregate increases since the out- 
break of war were: general index 64 per cent., food prices 75 per 
cent., and industrial materials and manufactures 59 per cent. 

The re-grouped data, in which the prices of industrial materials 
and manufactures (except fuel) are classified according to the 
stage of completion reached by the products concerned, showed 
fractional increases for basic materials (0-2 per cent.) and manu- 
factured articles (0-1 per cent.) and no change for intermediate 
products. Increases in comparison with August 1939 were: 
basic materials 79 per cent., intermediate products 64 per cent., 
and manufactured articles 42 per cent. Prices of building 
materials were 0-1 per cent. higher than in October, the increase 
since the outbreak of war being 42 per cent.

Food and Tpbacco—The rise of about } per cent. shown bv the 
index for cereals was due to an increase for barley (malting 
barley higher by 2} per cent. and Gazette average by 14 per 
cent.) ; this was partially offset by a reduction of about 4 per 
cent. in the price paid by millers for home-grown wheat, due to 
the higher rebate granted from 1 November. The increase of 
about 2 per cent. for the meat, fish and eggs group was almost 
entirely due to the increases in the prescribed wholesale prices 
for bacon and ham, which became operative as from 26 October, 
and to which reference was made last month. The price of eggs 
was lowered by 3d. per 120 (about 14 per cent.) on 23 November. 
The miscellaneous food group also showed a rise of about 2 per 
cent., mainly due to increases in the controlled price of tomatoes 
which gave an average for the month about 43 per cent. higher 
than that for October. The price of butter was raised from 
150s. to 159s. 4d. per cwt. (an increase of about 6 per cent.) 
on 12 November. Tea was slightly cheaper. 


Industrial Materials and Manufactures—There were very few 
price changes in November. The increase of 4 per cent. shown 
by the index for “ other textiles ” was due to a rise in the average 
price of jute (4 per cent.), while in the chemicals and oils group 
there were rises for quinine sulphate (7 per cent.) and phenolph- 
thalein (6} per cent.); each of these latter commodities, how- 





ever, has a weight of only one-fifth of a unit in the sub-group for 
drugs.

The rise of about 4} per cent. in daily postal receipts in 
October as compared with September was approximately equal 
to the rise recorded in a normal peace-time year, so that the 
index number based on the average receipts in the corresponding 
period of 1924-34 (except 1926) showed little change.

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GROUP RATIONING OF PRIORITY SPORTS 
EQUIPMENT AND INDOOR GAMES 


The Board of Trade draw attention to the following 
supplementary arrangements for the distribution of priority 
sports equipment (excluding clothing and footwear) and ex- 
quota supplies of indoor games (see the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 12 October 1942 (pages 455 and 456). 

1. The Ministry of Health will sponsor in England and Wales 
the requirements of local authorities (so far as they fall within 
the purview of the Ministry of Health), including - 
hospitals and other institutions under their control and 
management ; 
mental hospitals and institutions ; 
voluntary hospitals, sanatoria and other similar institutions, 
whether or not within the Emergency Medical Service ; 
nursing homes generally ; 
auxiliary hospitals and convalescent homes maintained by the 
%ed Cross and St. John’s War Organisation ; 

London Hostels Association, British Hostels Association, and 
certain other bodies acting wholly or partly under the egis of the 
Ministry of Health ; 

Dr. Barnardo’s Homes, National Children’s Homes and Orphan- 
ages, Waifs and Strays Society, and miscellaneous charitable 
organisations so far as their activities cover purposes for which 
the Ministry of Health are the central authority. 

Authorised buying certificates will be issued by the Depart- 
ment’s Priority Officer, but, except for Sector Hospitals and 
Auxiliary Hospitals and Convalescent Homes maintained by the 
Red Cross and St. John’s War Organisation, applications for 
certificates should be made in the first instance to the Senior 
Regional Officer at the Regional Office of the Ministry of Health. 
Applications in respect of Sector Hospitals should be made to 
the Secretary (Division VIII A), Ministry of Health, Whitehall, 
London, §8.W.1. Applications in respect of Auxiliary Hospitals 
and Convalescent Homes should be made to the Red Cross and 
St. John’s Central War Organisation. 

2. The Department for Health for Scoiland will sponsor the 
requirements of the following organisations in Scotland :— 
local authorities so far as their activities come within the purview 
of the Department ; 


‘mental homes and institutions ; 


voluntary hospitals whether or not within the Emergency 
Medical Service ; 

nursing homes ; 

charitable organisations so far as their activities cover purposes 
for which the Department are the central authority. 

Applications for authorised buying certificates for the above 
groups of users should be addressed to the Priority Officer, The 
Department of Health for Scotland, St. Andrew’s House, Edin- 
burgh, i. 

The foregoing instructions do not apply to non-priority sports 
equipment (e.g. fishing tackle, equipment for golf, tennis, 
badminton, squash, bowls, etc.). It should be noted that autho- 
rised buying certificates are not required for the purchase or 
supply of any type of non-priority sports equipment. Indoor 
games may also be supplied within quota to any consumers. 


LOCATION OF RETAIL BUSINESSES ORDER 


The Board of Trade have issued a General Licence (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 2468, price 1d.) under the Location of Retail Businesses 
Order which permits the supply of goods covered by the schedule 
to that Order by any person in connection with repairs to their 
customers’ property without the necessity of applying for an 
individual licence. This has the effect of excluding genuine 
repair businesses from the operation of the Order, but it should 
be emphasised that it does not enable anyone to sell second-hand 
or reconditioned goods. 


CONSUMER RATIONING (No. 8) ORDER 194] 


COUPON RETURNS BY UNREGISTERED 
MANUFACTURERS 


In future unregistered manufacturers of rationed clothing and 
textiles will be allowed to make a coupon return once every three 
months instead of once a month, as hitherto. A General Direc- 
tion issued by the Board of Trade (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2435, 
price 2d.) prescribes the form of return to be made in future by 
unregistered manufacturers of woven cloth, knitted goods, 
corsets, gloves and footwear, and also by manufacturers of hand 
knitting yarn whose names are not entered on the List of Manu- 
facturers kept by the Board of Trade and by Makers-up of 
rationed goods from unrationed goods (e.g., makers-up of lace 
blouses or of leather clothing). There will be separate forms of 
return for unregistered manufacturers of fur apparel and for 
spinners, weavers and finishers of cloth who have acquired 

















rationed goods without the surrender of coupons under the 
General Licence of 27 October 1941 (see “ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 13 September 1941, page 148).

NEW AIR LETTER SERVICE TO THE FORCES IN 
THE MIDDLE EAST, ETC. 


The Postmaster-General notifies that the new special light- 
weight air letter service to the Forces in the Middle East and 
countries beyond including East Africa but not as yet West 
Africa or South Africa, of which he recently announced the 
impending introducticn, came into operation on Monday 
7. December. 

The air letter service will be available only for letters written 
on an approved form of a specially light type designed to conserve 
aircraft capacity. Supplies of air-letter forms will be available 
at all Post Offices in Great Britain and Northern Ireland on and 
after 7 December, but not before. They will have 6d. stamps 
already affixed, and the inclusive charge to the public for each 
form will be 6d. No enclosures of any kind are permitted. 

The Service will be available to :— 

(1) Middle East Force (Egypt, Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, Pales- 
tine, Transjordan, Cyprus, Syria) ; 

(2) East African Force (Kenya, Uganda, Tanganyika Terri- 
tory, Zanzibar, Madagascar, Mauritius, Seychelles) ; 

(3) Persia Iraq Force ; 

(4) H.M. Army and R.A.F. in India, Ceylon, Aden, British 
Somaliland, Ethiopia, Eritrea, Somalia (Italian Somaliland) ; 

(5) H.M. Army and R.A.F. in Malta ; 

(6) H.M. Ships c/o G.P.O. London (including Merchant ships 
on Government non-commercial service) serving in the Eastern 
Mediterranean, including Malta and the Red Sea, and the East 
Indies Station, including the Persian Gulf and in East African 
waters ; : 

(7) Merchant ships on ordinary commercial service, i.e. vessels 
other than those whose address is c/o G.P.O. London, calling at 
ports in areas covered by 1-5 above ; 

(8) Force Overt c/o G.P.O. London, if serving in areas covered 
by 1-5 above ; 

(9) Forces c/o Army P.O. followed by a number, if destined for 
or serving in areas covered by 1-5 above ; 

(10) Fighting French Forces, if serving in areas covered by 
1-4 above. 

Air letters will normally be carried all the way by air to the 
Base. 

On the introduction of the air letter service, the 3d. air postcard 
service, which has been available to the Forces in the areas 
mentioned, will be discontinued, except in the case of Malta to 
which the air postcard service will remain in operation in the absence 
of an Airgraph service to the Island ; and no air-postcards pre- 
paid 3d. should therefore be posted for any of the above destina- 
tions, other than Malta, after 7 December. 

The Airgraph Service at 3d. which is available to the Forces, 
etc., in all the areas served by the new air letter service (except 
Malta) will continue to receive first priority for all-air conveyance 
over other air mail correspondence, including air letters, and the 
Postmaster-General is confident that it will continue to be 
regarded by the public as the chief means of communicating 
with the Forces, not only because of the cheapness and the 
special priority which can be accorded to it, but also because of 
the invaluable part which it is playing in releasing aircraft 
capacity vitally necessary for military requirements. 

The ordinary air mail letter service at ls. 3d. per } ounce 
will remain available to the destinations concerned, but owing to 
their heavy weight the mails cannot be carried all the way by air 
and have to be sent by sea over the greater part of the route. 





BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
MASTIC ASPHALT FOR FLOORING 


The issue of this specification (B.S. 1076-1942) does not imply a 
new process, but is a stage in the standardisation of recognised 
methods which have been practised for many years. The 
publication of a series of specifications is desirable in order to 
ensure a standard quality, particularly, for those materials 
which are available at the present time. 

The materials covered by this specification have been widely 
used for many years in mastic asphalt flooring under guarantee 
of performance but exclude others which have been successfully 
used and which will be included in further specifications to be 
published in due course. As with B.S. 988-1941 (Mastic Asphalt 
for Roofing), the Committee desires to emphasise the fact that 
this specification is not in itself a wartime formula, that it 
contains only technical provisions, but does not purport to 
include all the necessary provisions of a contract. Copies of this 
specification may be obtained from the British Standards 
Institution, 28 Victoria Street, London, 8.W.1.

ARGENTINA 
GRAIN, LINSEED AND MAIZE CROPS 1942-1943 


The third official estimate of the area sown with fine cereals 
and linseed for the 1942-43 crop year has recently been issued 
by the Ministry of Agriculture and give a total for the whole of 
Argentina of 12,134,200 hectares which compares with the final 
estimate last season of 13,383,000 hectares. The detailed 
estimate for the various products are as follows : wheat, 6,600,000 
hectares as compared with 7,300,009 hectares in 1941-42; 
linseed, 2,430,000 (2,730,000); oats, 1,347,000 (1,424,000) ; 
barley, 744,000 (798,000); rye, 960,000 (1,077,060) : birdseed, 
53,200 (54,000). The average figures over the last five crop 
years, including 1941-42 were 7,721,323 hectares of wheat and 
2,850,201 hectares of linseed. 

The third official estimate of the 1941-42 Argentine maize 
crop was 9,034,000 metric tons which compares with the second 
estimate of 9,138,000 tons and last season’s production of 
10,238,000 tons. The average figure for the last five years, 
including 1940-41, was 7,708,244 tons while that for the last 10 
years was 8,109,328 tons. Bank of London and South America 
Ltd., London. 


BRITISH INDIA 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates given :— 

Madras, 14 November. Standing crops are fair except in the 
Deccan. Paddy operations are proceeding. 

Central Provinces and Berar. 20 November. The harvesting 
of paddy and picking of cotton are proceeding. 
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Punjab, 23 November. Standing sugarcane, cotton, wheat and 
oilseeds are average to above average in irrigated and under 
average to average in unirrigated areas. 

Orissa, 23 November. Rabi crops are thriving. 

Assam, 30 November. Crop prospects and out-turn are fair. 

Bengal, 30 November. Standing crops are favourable. The 
sowing of rabi is completed and the harvesting of winter paddy 
has commenced.—T'rade Commissioner for India in London. 


CANADA 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 


Although the volume of output and employment in Canadian 
manufacturing industries has continued to increase in 1942 the 
gain has been by no means as spectacular as in the preceding 
two years. The stage has been passed in the war economy 
where increases can occur in all lines of production and the 
continued expansion of war industry has now been partially 
offset by reduction in the output of all non-essential civilian 
needs. For the first seven months of 1942 the index of manu- 
facturing at 150-9 (1935-39 = 100) showed an increase of 6-6 per 
cent. over the same months of the preceding year. 

The extent to which Canadian industry has expanded is 
evidenced by the recent action found necessary to conserve 
electric power for war industry. In the first seven months of 
1942 electric power production was more than 17 per cent. 
above that in the same months of 1941, although they had estab- 
lished a record. Large additions to hydro-electric installations 
are under construction but are not yet available and it is anti- 
cipated that even these will not be sufficient to meet total 
demand. It has become necessary, therefore, that all forms of 
non-essential use of electric power be curtailed in these areas of 
Ontario and Quebec, which are the principal centres of war 
industry. Only sufficient street lighting for public safety will 
remain in operation and all advertising and display use of power 
has been cut out. It is anticipated that this will mean a saving 
of approximately 160,000 horse-power and it is expected that 
another 100-140,000 horse-power will be required to meet the 
demand in the near future. 

The shortage of electric power and of labour has necessitated 
adjustments in the newsprint industry. Production and shipment 
of newsprint from Canadian mills in the first eight months of 
1942 were considerably below those for the two preceding 
years as a consequence of reduced demand from the United 
States. The Newsprint Administrator of the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board has stated that tonnage allocation of newsprint 
will be one of the answers to the combined clectric power—man 
power—production problem. This allocation, it is anticipated, 
will be considered also with a view to providing the newspaper 
publishers with their requirements and at the same time pro- 
viding an absolute minimum of dislocation to industry and 
labour. The Power Controller has already ordered a reduction 
in power deliveries to a paper company and a fibrebroard com- 
pany in Ontario. These plants are in the same area of con- 
centrated war industry in Southern Ontario and employees can 
be readily provided with jobs in war industries in the district. 
This is an early example of the policy of concentration of industry 
which the Government propose to apply more and generally. 
The plants to be affected are those in areas of war production 
where maximum use van be found for both power and labour. 

As in the case of many manufacturing operations the most 
that can be said of Canadian base metal production is that it is 
continuing capacity operation for the utilisation of the Dominions 
mineral resources to the best advantage. The output of gold 
on the other hand has declined in line with the Government's 
decision to prevent further expansion in gold production. More 
than 30 gold mines have suspended operations so far this year 
and in many cases machinery and equipment have already been 
transferred to mines which will shortly be producing rare metals 
of direct use in war production. Two notable examples are 
chrome and tungsten. Magnesium is one of the light metals of 
great value as an aluminium alloy. Prior to the war practically 
no magnesium was produced in Canada and the present opera- 
tions are based on a completely new method which may be 
applied to dolemite deposits formerly unworkable.—The Royal 
Bank of Canada, Montreal.

EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEES 
PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 

The standard form of cover is the War Emergency policy 
which covers the exporter of consumable goods sold for cash, 
or on short credit, from the time he books an order until he 
receives the amount due to him in payment for the goods. 








An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department the 
whole of his export orders can thus obtain protection against 
loss due to :—+ 
(a) his buyer’s insolvency ; 
(b) exchange restrictions in the buyer’s country ; 
(c) events such as war in the buyer’s country preventing pay- 
ment for goods shipped or preventing their delivery ; 
(2) additional handling, insurance and freight charges not 
covered by Marine or Government war risk policies 
caused by interruption or diversion (through British 
Government instructions) of the voyage on which the 
goods are shipped. 


The cover at present available is either 85 per cent. or 90 per 
cent., according to the particular risk, 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm o.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. trans- 
action are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an 
agreed period (normally six months). 

Other policies are available to meet special requirements of 
exporters in particular cases. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.

Of course, Cheops built the Pyramids some- 
what before our time, but if a similar under 
taking were required to-day, we believe it is 
no exaggeration to say that we should be 
consulted.
